In 
her  new  position  she  succeeds 
Marian  Schibsby,  now  with  the  Im- 
migration and  Naturalization  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Justice.

Arabs  Are  White 

The  Nationality  Act  of  1940  provides 
that  the  right  to  become  a  naturalized 
citizen  shall  extend  "only  to  white  persons, 
persons  of  African  nativity  or  descent  and 
descendants  of  races  indigenous  to  the 
Western  Hemisphere."  What  did  the 
members  of  the  76th  Congress  mean  by 
that  -wholly  inaccurate  and  unscientific 
term  "white  persons"?  One  can  guess  that 
some  of  the  legislators  applied  it  only  to 
those  with  light  skins.  Others  may  have 
extended  it  to  Blumenbach's  classic  Cau- 
casian division  of  the  human  race,  which 
includes  people  as  dark  as  Ethiopians. 

The  question  popped  up  here  In  Boston 
in  the  petition  of  an  Arab  for  naturaliza- 
tion. Although  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  regards  Arabs  as 
"white  persons,"  at  least  two  federal  dis- 
trict courts  have  ruled  otherwise.  Conse-j 
quently,  Judge  Wyzanski,  before  whom  the 
petition  was  heard  here,  drafted  a  formal 
opinion.  His  decision,  which  seems  sound- 
ly based  on  history,  ethnology  and  science, 
welcomed  the  Arab  to  American  citizen- 
ship, and  called  attention  to  the  encour- 
aging trend  in  our  treatment  of  all  races. 

If  by  "white  persons"  Congress  meant 
Caucasians,  Arabs  certainly  are  eligible, 
however  brown  their  whiten/sss  is.  There 
has  been  no  question  as  to  Jews,  and  Arabs 
are  of  the  same  Semitic  race.  But  having 
the  Caucasian  classification,  we  come  upon 
some  unexpected  results.  Th.^  Ainus  of 
Japan,  the  Dravidians  of  India,  the 
Veddahs  of  Ceylon  and  the  Indonesians 
and  Polynesians  are  all  of  this  great 
human  group,  so  called  because  Blumen- 
bach  thought  the  mountaineers  of  the 
Caucasus  were  typical  of  the  racial  divis- 
ion. How  many  in  Congress  could  have 
realized  that  they  were  technically  open- 
Big  the  door  to  the  Ainus  when  thev  passed

Massachusetts  Has  a  Project  to 
Promote  Understanding  I 

A  program  for  improving  racial  and 
religious  understanding  through  various 
educational  activities  has  been  prepared 
in  Massachusetts,  Dr.  Julius  E.  War- 
ren, Commissioner  of  Education,  re- 
ported last  week.  A  committee  to  study 
the  problems  of  developing  better  un-  j 
derstanding  among  the  different  races 
and  groups  vdthin  the  State  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  several  months 
ago. 

Specific  steps  have  been  taken  by 
the  Department  of  Education.  A  work- 
ing conference  for  all  superintendents 
of  schools  in  the  State  has  been  organ- 
ized and  will  be  held  at  the  Bridgewater 
State  Teachers  College  on  April  20  and 
21.  The  university  extension  division  of 
the  education  department  will  offer  a 
credit  course  in  September  for  teachers 
and  others  interested  in  intercultural 
education.  Speakers  on  the  subject  will 
be  scheduled  at  State  department  meet- 
ings of  secondary  school  principals  and 
elementary  principals  and  supervisors 
at  meetings  to  be  held  in  April. 

Public,  private,  parochial  schools  and 
college  representatives  are  to  meet  in 
the  Department  of  Education  on  Jan. 
28  to  consider  the  organization  and  of- 
fering of  a  course  for  teachers  on  "The 
People  of  China,  Russia,  India  and 
Japan,"  sponsored  by  the  East  and 
West  Association,  of  which  Pearl  Buck 
is  president.

20,000  New  Otizens  Plan 
For  'I  Am  an  American  Day' 


More  than  20,000  new  citizens 
in  Massachusetts  will  wake  up  to- 
morrow morning  with  the  thrill- 
ing knowledge  that  this  year  for 
the  first  time  they,  too,  can  take 
part  in  the  "I  Am  an  American 
Day"  celebration. 

Former  Italians,  Canadians, 
Poles,  Portuguese,  Germans,  Lith- 
uanians, Russians,  Swedes,  in  fact 
former  citizens  of  almost  every 
country  except  Japan,  will  join  in 
th^  observances  which  have  been 
planned  in  their  honor  in  some  80 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Others  will  celebrate  their  new 
allegiance  where  they  are  so  gal- 
lantly proving  it — on  America's 
far-flung  battlefronts. 

Somewhere  with  the  forward 
fighting  units  are  11  Filipinos  who 
will  be  recalling  that  day  not  so 
long  ago  when  they  raised  their 
right  hands  and  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance  in  Boston.  Appearing 
en  masse  at  the  local  office  of  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service  o!f  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Justice,  they  pleaded 
for  speed  in  the  granting  of  their 
citizenship  as  they  were  due  to  be 
shipped  out  almost,  any  hour.  They 
had  brought  two  commanding  offi- 
cers along  to  act  as  their  witnesses. 

Seldom  have  would-be  citizens 
been  put  through  their  legal  paces 
with  such  celerity.  But  with  the 
help  of  the  judge  of  the  United 
States  District  Court,  who  agreed 
to  hold  a  special  naturalization 
session,  they  secured  their  certifi- 
cates of  naturalization  that  very 
afternoon. 

Not  so  quickly  but  no' less  grate- 
fully have  other  members  of  the 
armed  forces  obtained  their  full 
citizenship  through  the  Boston 
office.  Men  on  furlough  from  over- 
seas have  appeared  before  local 
examiners  wearing  the  Purple 
Heart  or  the  Silver  gtar.  In  most 
such  cases,  they  were  too  young, 
to  get  their  certificates  before 
they  left  the  country. 

One  boy  just  back  from  the 
Fiji  Islands  found  his  way  through 
the  maze  of  corridors  at  No.  73 
Tremont  Street  to  inquire  if  the 
office  could  do  anything  about 
fixing  up  citizenship  for  a  buddy 
still  stationed  down  in  those  tropi- 
cal isles.  The  Boston  office  wired 
headquarters  in  Philadelphia.  The 
latter  cablwi  the  Fijis 
Happd^ifed  1)0  have  an 


there  the  buddy  was  naturalized 
8,500  miles  from  home. 

Boston  examiners  report  many 
requests  from  Egypt,  India,  Africa, 
and  other  distant  spots  asking 
them  to  wire  verifications  of  citi- 
zenship for  men  who  are  sched- 
uled to  receive  military  promo- 
tions. 

But  these  special  battle-line 
cases  account  for  only  a  small  per 
centage  of  the  more  tiian  20,000 
handled  during  the  past  year.  On 
the  home  front,  noted  professors, 
newspaper  editors,  physicians,  nat- 
ural scientists,  actors  and  actresses 
have  joined  the  ranks  of  Ameri- 
ca's citizens  in  Massachusetts 
along  with  thousands  of '  Unsung 
workers  and  homemakers. 

Among  the  latter  was  an  Italian 
father  whose  son  had  been  killed 
servinjg  with  the  American  forces 
in  Italy. 

One  young  woman  who  has 
been  an  American  citizen  all  her 
life  without  knowing  it  will  be 
among  tomorrow's  celebrants, 
thanks  to  the  good  offices  of  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization. 
Service.  Thinking  herself  a  Cana- 
dian, she  appeared  a  few  months 
ago  to  get  an  extension  of  her 
visitor's  pass.  She  had  brought 
her  father's  naturalization  papers 
with  her.  The  examiner  noticed 
that  her  father  had  been  natural- 
ized prior  to  her  birth.  Therefore, 
although  she  was  born  in  Canada, 
she  was  an  American  citizen  since 
she  had  done  nothing  to  expatri- 
ate herself.

Strike  Clouds  Lift  Slightly 
On  Spotty  U.  S.  War  Output

The  wartimejndustrial  produc- 
tion of  the  United  States  remained 
on  a  somewhat  uneven  level  to- 
day as  thousands  of  workers  in 
numerous  lines  of  endeavor  con- 
tinued to  stay  away  from  their 
jobs  as  governmental  agencies 
sought  to  settle  the  diverse  labor 
controversies. 

However,  the  picture  on  the 
labor  front  appeared  brighter  as 
hundi'eds  of  workers,  obeying  Na- 
tional War  Labor  Board  direc- 
tives, resumed  their  tasks  and 
settlement  of  some  of  the  disputes 
were  reported  imminent. 

But  ^today  there  were  an  esti- 
mated'  24,4.50  employees  still  not 
at  work  as  a  result  of  labor 
troubles.  The  disputes,  affecting  17 
industries,  were  not  confined  to 
any  one  section  of  the  country, 
being  reported  from  the  eastern 
seaboard  to  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Hope  for  Settlements 

There  was  a  possibility  the 
number  of  nonworkers  would  be 
reduced  after  the  week-end,  pro- 
vided no  new  walkouts  occur.  In 
Detroit,  meetings  werie  planned, 
on  order  of  the  NWLB,  between 
the  Chrysler  Corporation  and  offi- 
cials of  Local  490  of  the  Congress 
of  Industrial  Organizations  United

the  course  was  designed  more  par- 
ticularly for  the  teaching  group. 

Capt.  Casey  of  Division  2  said 
one  of  the  chief  values  of  the  course 
lay  in  the  "widespread  influence" 
of  the  co-operation  between  the  po- 
lice department  and  educators.  He 
believes  that  the  understanding  of 
racial  antagonisms  will  give  officers 
a  clearer  policy  in  handling  diffi- 
culties. 

Capt.  Bernard  Graham  of  the 
Mattapan  station  said  that  "since 
the  final  responsibility  of  main- 
taining peace  and  tranquility  in 
racial  relations  rests  with  the  police, 
our  work  will  be  more  effective  if 
we  are  aware  of  that  being  done  in 
the  schools  and  the  methods  ap- 
plied there." 

DISCUSSION  PLANNED 

On  Thuisday,  there  will  be  a 
panel  discussion  in  which  the  po. 
lice  will  present  their  attitude  and 
work  in  the  current  racial  prob- 
lems. A  collection  of  books  and 
pamphlet  material  provides  extra 
curricula  material  for  them  and 
Capt.  Justin  McCarthy  of  the  Dor- 
chester station  which  handled  the 
recent  Dorchester  High  School 
anti-semitic  outbreak  has  made 
this  pamphlet  material  available  to 
the  men  of  his  division. 

In  addition  to  the  five  captains, 
there  are  two  sergeants,  six  patrol- 
men, two  detectives  and  members 
of  the  so-called  radical  squad  taking 
the  course.

respect  for  mankind.  Here  we  have  no  trouble 
with  words:  our  only  trouble  is  to  give  reahty  to 
them.  We  readily  repeat  the  political  formula 
"All  men  are  created  free  and  equal,"  and  the 
religious  formula,  "All  men  are  brothers";  but 
the  concept  is  so  bled  white  of  meaning  by  our 
behaviors  and  our  ingrained  attitudes  that  it  has 
lost  most  of  its  significance  to  our  ears.  We  can 
think  with  compassion  of  the  starving  Chinese 
thousands  of  miles  away  and  send  food  to  keep 
them  aL've;  bat  we  exduvic  tlieui  from  coming 
to  live  amongst  us  on  equal  terms  with  other 

migrants.'  We  freed  thf  Ncgrocj  of  our  na- 
tion fntni  slavtTN',  but  we  practice  racial  dis- 
crimination in  the  affairs  of  daily  life.  Do  we 
really  conceive  the  price  we  must  pay  to  respect 
the  Chinese  and  the  Negro?  Recently  a  Pacific 
Coast  congressman  was  reported  to  have  ex- 
claimed in  protest  against  the  menace  of  the 
Japanese:  "After  this  war,  we  shall  make  the 
Pacific  Ocean  an  American  lake."  Fortunately 
for  our  national  self-respect,  that  statement  of 
our  objective  of  the  war  was  promptly  chal- 
lenged. 

For  part  of  the  paradox  of  freedom  consists 
in  the  fact  that  some  of  it  must  be  voluntarily 
relinquished,  in  order  that  its  real  nature  be 

achieved  Clearly,  therefore,  the  supreme 

price  of  freedom  is  faith  in  ourselves.  We  can- 
not respect  the  Chinese,  the  Negro,  the  EngHsh, 
or  the  Hottentot,  unless  we  believe  that  we 
possess  or  can  acquire  within  ourselves  the  ca- 
pacity to  respect  them.  Cruelty  and  egotism 
are  phenomena  of  our  own  inadequacy  or  cow- 
ardice; and,  if  we  desire  freedom,  faith  in  its 
possibility  for  ourselves  and  for  others  must 
burn  strongly  in  our  hearts. 

The  price  of  freedom  is  rigid  self-discipline 
and  a  never  ending  search  for  truth.

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Alien  Population  in  U.  S.  Drops  to  340(tfiOO^ 
Being  Smallest  Total  on  Record  in  55  Years 


WASHINGTON, 
alien  population  of  the  United 
States  now  stands  at  about  3,400,- 
000,  as  compared  with  5,000,000  at 
the  time  of  alien  registration  in 
1940. 

Earl  G.  Harrison,  whose  resigna- 
tion as  director  of  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  has 
been  announced,  said  in  a  fiscal- 
year  report  to  Attorney  General 
Francis  Biddle  that  the  total  was 
the  smallest  recorded  alien  popu- 
lation in  thirty-five  years. 

"From  a  numerical  point  of 
view,  at  least,"  Mr.  Harrison  com- 
mented, "the  so-called  alien  prob- 
lem fast  is  becoming  a  thing  of  the 
past.  A  relatively  high  death  rate 
among  aliens,  a  sharp  decrease  in

The  Central  Location  Index, 
Inc.,  an  organization  to  speed  the 
search  for  persons  in  newly  liber- 
ated areas  of  Europe  by  their  rela- 
tives and  friends  in  America,  was 
formally  opened  yesterday  in  of- 
fices at  165  West  Forty-sixth 
Street. 

A  co-operative  undertaking  of 
seven  welfare  agencies  heretofore 
troubled  by  cenfusion  and  lack  of 
facilities  in  their  efforts  to  ascer- 
tain the  whereabouts  of  surviving 
Europeans,  the  Index  will  serve  as 
a  clearing  point  for  all  such  re- 
quests for  information. 

The  Index  itsel  will  not  accept 
any  requests  directly  from  the 
public,  but  will  pass  on  to  the 
Internaional  Red  Cros.s  the  inves- 
tigating agency  for  the  organiza- 
tion, all  requests  received  from  any 
of  the  member  agencies.  At  their 
offices  yesterday  it  was  said  that 
within  a  few  months  the  organ- 
ization expects  to  have  gathered 
at  least  2,500,000  names  and  ad- 
dresses if  refugees  in  America 
and  their  friends  and  relatives  in 
liberated  Europe.

The  resignation  of  Earl  G.  Harrison  after 
serving  two  years  as  commissioner  of  the  Im- 
migration and  Naturalization  Service,  U.  S. 
Department  o£  Justice,  was  accepted  by  the 
President  with  regret  and  warm  appreciation 
for  Mr.  Harrison's  "high  standard  of  pubhc 
service."  Attorney  General  Francis  Biddle 
wrote  Mr.  Harrison: 

"It  will  be  hard  to  replace  you.  You  have 
done  an  extraordinary  job  in  this  compara- 
tively brief  period  in  building  up  the  morale 
of  the  office;  in  reclassifying  many  positions 
and  obtaining  substantial  salary  increases;  in 
eliminating  much  of  the  centralization,  which 
thus  made  it  possible  for  you  to  bring  to  date 
the  work  which  had  been  badly  behind  a  few 
years  ago,  so  that  it  is  now  substantially  cur-  j 
rent,  even  die  petitions  for  naturalization;  and 
in  cementing  relations  with  those  admirable 
private  associations  devoted  to  the  help  of  the 
immigrant  in  this  country." 

Under  Mr.  Harrison,  the  personnel  of  the 
service  had  been  reduced  by  more  than  450, 
and  its  expenditures  by  $2,000,000.

WASHINGTON,  Aug.  15  (JP).-  ■ 
President  Roosevelt  today  nomi-. 
nated  Ugo  Carusi,  executive  as- 
sistant to  Attorney  General  Tran- 
cis  Biddle,  to  be  Cojnniissioner  of 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  in 
the  Department  of  Justice. 

Mr.  Carusi,  of  Barre,  Vt.,  suc- 
ceeds Earl  G.  Harrison,  of  Phila- 
delphia, who  resigned  recently  to 
resume  his  private  law  practice. 

Mr.  Carusi  was  born  in  Carrara, 
Italy,  in  1902,  the  son  of  Eugene 
A.  and  Eva  Bertoli  Carusi,  nat- 
uralized American  citizens  who 
had  returned  to  Italy  for  a  visit. 
The  parents  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  settled  in  Barre  when 
Carusi  was  three  months  old. 

He  attended  public  schools,  and 
in  1918  went  to  work  in  a  law 
office.  From  1922  to  1925  he  was 
secretary  to  the  Attorney  General 
of  Vermont.  In  1925  he  came  to 
Washington,  where  he  attended 
National  University  Law  School, 
and  entered  the  Department  of 
Justice  as  private  secretary  to 
Attoi-ney  General  John  G.  Sargent. 

In  1930  he  was  appointed  execu- 
tive assistant  to  Attorney  General 
William  D.  Mitchell,  and  has 
served  in  the  same  capacity  to  the 
four  succeeding  attorneys  general. 
Homer  S.  Cummings,  Frank  Mur- 
phy, Robert  H.  Jackson  and  Fran- 
cis Biddle. 

In  1938  Mr.  Carusi  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  to  rep- 
resent the  United  States  at  the 
first  International  Congress  on 
Criminology  at  Rome. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
and  District  of  Columbia  Bar  As- 
sociations and  a  Shriner.  Since 
1937  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
law  faculty  of  National  Ur\iversity, 
lecturing  in  constitutional  and  ad- 
ministrative law.

The  wording  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  recognition  left  some 
doubt  that  Rome  officials  had  been 
advised  of  the  decision. 

Reference  to  Washington's  con- 
sultation with  the  other  American 
republics  was  occasioned  by  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  reached 
at  the  western  hemisphere  con- 
ference at  Ric  de  Janeiro  in  Janu- 
ary, 1942,  which  specified  that  re- 
lations with  defeated  enemy  coun- 
tries could  not  be  resumed  without 
prior  consultation  among  the 
American  republics. 

There  was  no  indication  that 
consultation  had  been  held  with 
Argentina,  which,  although  a  par- 
ticipant at  the  Rio  meeting,  is  not 
classed  as\an  American  republic 
because  of  the  dictatorial  regime 
now  in  control  at  Buenos  Aires.
